At present there are two published for the University as a whole: 
(a) In the Monthly,which I have had to handle alone for the most 
part (i.e. in copying,preparing for the pressbtc. )and in consequence - 
\ tPA peert he Come. 
is not complete.Also ,as it has been issued in 15 instalments it 
has ceased to be a convenient racord for reference. 
(b) In the Varsity Supplements. That of 1915s, as far as I know, 
thorough and compltéte. Injthe 1916 number,while it is a fine volume, 
there are, lI understand, severalhhundred names missing, and the inform- 


ation attached to the photographs is less complete than in the pre- 


vious number. 


There have been a number of parties at work on separate lists, col- 
laborating to a considerable degree, but in part working independentiy. 
Besides the list kept in the Registrar's office, snore are the 
following¥ being compiled:- 1) Applied Science list; 2) Medical " 
3) Victoria College "; 4) Trinity College"; 5) C.0.1T.c. " (by myself); 
and no -doubt others in other Faculties f¢ and Colleges. In addition I 
hear that the Students' Council is planning its own list ,and ur. 
Abbott is wanting one for Alumni Association purposes. 

“I think most,if not all have their place ; thus the CO.T.C. must 
have its own records for military purposes, and also must be kept dis- 


tinct as it includes McMaster , ¥f Veterinary, "dwn-town",men etc.

We have worked together as best we could , and have passed on 
information to one another, and especially to Miss O'Neil in 

the Registrar's office. But the results need a more thorough 
collating, which cah only be done by official instructions 

from the President to meet regularly with a definite object in 
view such as the publication of an official list for the whole 
University. 

The Registrar's list is of course the most complete and should 
be made the basis of the publication. I thinklit is a remarkably 
thorough recordeonsidering that Miss O'Neil Hep cene it largely 
single-handed, with what incidental help the Registrar and others 
of us can give. 
I do not, however,think that this list as it stands is ready 

for publication. There must be a good deal of information hidden 
away in the other lists which from one cause and ahother has 

not reached the central office. 

I would suggest that a working joint committee be appointed by 
the President, toponsist of all those who have beenpetually 
employed in compiling lists,-this committee tdmeetfregularly by 
notice. when the Registar'$S list has been checked offfand additions 
made ,if possible a circular should be seht to the families of 
@ll those recorded askingthempto make corrections and additions. 

If it is thought desirable that the list should bearf the 

imprimatur of higher officials, it could be submitted to the 
President, the University Registrar, and the Registrars of 


Faculties and Colleges for their approval.

( The question of trying to compile a clearly marked subsidiary 
list might be considered,-of members of affiliated institutions 
who are not actually of the fhe University,-e.g. Vivinity stu- 
dents,0.A.C.students etc.,and again of those who have enlisted 
not from but through the University,- e.g. in the P.P.C.L.I., 


the 67th Battery, and the Training Company. ) 


To do all this would require a grant from the Board of Govrnors. 
Besides the general cost of printing and publishing, if a circn- 
lar is issued,there would be printing and postage expenses. 

An additidal stenographer wuold be needed. Miss O'Neil and the 
rest of us have enough to dofin getting the daily information 

and keeping the lists going. Someone would be needed to copy them 
and prepare them for the press. 

I do not know that the machinery here suggested is the best ; 
possibly a smaller committee would be better, if due regard can 

be had for all parties interested. 

I feel that the matter is important .There is a feeling that the 
University should by now have its own list published; and some 
saving should be made of all the time and labour that is now being 
spent by a number of individuals and which threatens to"get/ be- 
yond" them as they are now working . If such a list is to appear 


by June a beginning should be made in January.
